NEW YORK, Oct. 17 (UP)— 
Democrats charged today that 
Gov, Thomas E. Dewey “bought” 
his third-term nomination for 
Governor of New York for $70,- 
000 and promise of a lifetime in- 
come for Lt. Gov. Joe R. Hanley, 
who had been promised the post. 

They said the proof was a let- 
ter made public by Hanley him- 
self as a denial to a “whisper- 
ing campaign” against his finan- 
cial, personal and political life in 
his race for United States Sena- 
tor. 

Democrats suggested there 
might have been something illegal 
in the deal by which Hanley 
stepped aside for Dewey when 
the Governor accepted a third- 
term nomination. 

“Violently False,” Dewey Says. 

Gov. Dewey described the Dem- 
ocratic charges as ‘violently 
false.“ 

He told a press conference to- 
day he never had discussed Han- 
ley’s “debts or his private situa- 
tion with him,” but that he had 
assured Hanley “that his job in 
the state government remained 
sure.“ 

Dewey said it looks as though 
someone —presumably a Demo- 
erat “is trying to work his way. 
into Dannemora or Matteawan 
(Dannemora is a prison, Mattea- 
wan an asylum) by making the 
most violently false charges al- 
leging crime, none of which oc- 


curred. 

Asked if he planned to investi- 
gate the situation, Dewey said: 

“There is nothing to investi- 
gate; it’s all clear as day.” 

“Old Smear Tactics.” 

“The Democrats are up to their 
old smear tactics,” the Governor 
said. “In past campaigns charges 
like these have always been 
proved false. Once again they 
will find they are wrong.“ 

He indicated he was contem- 
plating criminal action, but added 
“I never make such a move dur- 
ing a political campaign.“ 

Representative Walter A. Lynch, 
Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernon charged in Batavia, N. V., 
last night that promises of a job 
and $70,000 to pay his debts per- 
suaded Hanley to junk his hopes 
of replacing Dewey and run for 
the Senate instead. 


Dewey “would be impeached” | 


if he is elected next month and 
Hanley, “by his own confession,” 
could never be seated if elected 
to the Senate, Lynch said. 

The “payoff” charge was based 
on a letter written by Hanley to

GEN. IKE VIEWED 
AS CANDIDATE 
DESPITE DENIAL 


Experts Say Dewey 
Shoved Him Into Pic- 
ture Whether He Likes 
It or Not.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17 (AP)— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower once 
again has become a presidential 
possibility for 1952 and the big 
threat to all other would-be can- 
didates, Republican or Demo- 
cratic. 

‘That is true despite the gen- 
eral’s statement that he has not 
changed his mind about staying 
out of politics. 

To Washington political experts 
it is apparent that the plug Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York 
put in Sunday for Eisenhower as 
a 1952 Republican presidential 
candidate has three important re- 
sults: 

1. Whether he likes it or not, 
Eisenhower definitely has been 
shoved into the 1952 political 
picture and will stay there un- 
less and until he takes himself 
out just as definitely. 

2. Dewey’s pledge to work 
for the popular soldier-educa- 
tor makes it rough on any other 
Republicans who may be hope- 
fully eyeing the White House. 
Dewey lost as the G.O.P. presi- 
dential nominee in 1944 and 
1948, but he still is head of the 
| Republican party and still has 
a lot of influence in it. 

3. President Truman now 
would find it more difficult to 
pick Eisenhower to command a 
proposed international army to 
defend western Europe against 
Communism. . There has been 
much speculation that the -Co- 
lumbia University president 
might be called back into uni- 
form for this assignment. But 
if Truman sent Eisenhower to 
Europe now he might lay him-

LONDON, Oct. 17 (UP) — Sir 
John Mayhew, a Conservative 
member of Parliament for 14 
years, was accused in divorce 
court today of seducing two of his 
son’s three wives. The son, John 
Mayhew, 31 years old, said he had

Each 
wanted to be first to level the 
knockout blow.

The South Koreans Tuesday 
drove from Suan to Sangwon, only 
20 miles southeast of Pyongyang, 
They smashed through the town 
another two miles, after linking 
up with another South Korean 
column. There was no attempt 
to stop the drive at darkness. 
In airline distance the gain was 
20 miles. But it was much far- 
ther actually along the winding 
mountain road.

They now work 
42% hours in 6 days, with men 
clerks receiving a minimum of 
$1.10 an hour and women 98 cents 
an hour. 

As a result of the failure of the 
conference, pickets continued to 
patrol the struck stores.

“Of course we need some, but 
how much? Which ones? In what 
order? In a period where you 
have a lot of smart operation on 
the part of totalitarian states, de- 
signed to work to the detriment 
of our economy, before we estab- 
blish complete price and wage 
controls or rationing, we ought 
to really make an effort to have 
some controls strong enough to 
work in the credit and material 
fields—and, of course, higher 
taxes. 

“If these efforts are strong 
enough, and taken in time they 
will put a big damper on price 
increases, by draining off the ex- 
cess purchasing power. With 
fewer price increases and fewer 
examples of inflationary pusfits, 
it will be easier to prevent infla- 
tionary wage increases. This will 
make price and wage controls 
less, necessary or in any event 
less sweeping; and even if we are 
forced to these controls, these 
other efforts will make them 
more manageable. So we should 
start with these other efforts, 
even from the point of view of 
restraining inflationary price and 
wage increases. There have been 
some, but the big problem lies 
ahead.” 5 

If we do come to controls over 
wages and prices, Symington 
said, it would be “a fair state- 
ment” that we reached that point 
because labor and industry 
brought it on themselves. 


Sacrifices Inevitable. 


Despite his earlier optimism 
about increased production as the 
first answer to the problem be- 
fore us, Symington agreed to 
leading questions that allocation 
of materials to defense production 
would take enough from the ei- 
villan economy so that the peo- 
ple should know they cannot have 
both “guns and butter.”

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Korea War Reveals Basic Flaws 

In U.S. Military 
Weapons and Training Needed 


Machine; Better 


Weakness Shown in Tank Fighting — 
Whole Regiments Swallowed Up Be- 
cause of Too-Soft Preparation—Organ- 
ization of Services Is Flabby. :

WASHINGTON. 


FTER a prolonged, intense experience, such as this reporter's 
recent experience with the Korean fighting, it is always hard | the United States Senate in 
to sort out what you bring home. 


moving and depressing, shocking and inspiring, is altogether 


heavy and various. Yet next to the deep, enduring impression that 


is inevitably made hy the sight of Americans in battle, one other 


stands out above all the rest. 
The task of rebuilding 


the strength of the West is 


going to be far harder than most people suppose. False 
“economy,” of course, largely accounts for the inexcusable 
American weakness, which made one of the poorest Soviet 
satellites a troublesome adversary for the richest nation 


in the world. 


But the Korean war has also revealed 


inherent, fundamental defects in the broad design and plan 
of our military machine. And these defects cannot be cured 
by the simple, if expensive method of appropriating billions. 


These defects all relate, in one 
way or another, ta the American 
method of fighting, which is to 
conserve manpower by over- 
whelming firepower—by blasting 
and paralyzing the enemy before 
assaulting his positions. 


If this method is to be made 
to work against a more power- 
ful opponent, as it must be, two 
general sorts of problems have 
now got to be tackled, even at 
the cost of stepping on a great 
many tender toes, military and 
civilian. The first, and simplest, 
is the problem of weapons. Pos- 
sibly the services still have 
SOME secret weapon types 
stashed away. But for a coun- 
try with so advanced a technol- 
ogy, it must be admitted that 
our weapons as a whole did 
not make an impressive show- 
ing in Korea. * 

Among our tanks, the unmodi- 
fied Sherman is a poor thing; 
the slightly improved Pershing 
can be used: and the much better 
Patton is a match for the Rus- 
sian T-34. We still lack any 
heavy tank. And the only truly 
effective anti-tank weapon in the 
hands of the infantry is the 3.5- 
inch bazooka. 

Untried Against Stalin Tanks. 

As everyone also knows, the 
3.8 bazooka has not been tested 
against the heavy armor of the 
Russian Stalin — Our 9 
soldiers absolute requ 
anti- weapon Which will kill 
the heaviest tanks that can move, 
and kill them before the tanks 
are in among the foxholes. 

This is only a sample of the 
weapons problem, which also ap- 
pears in other, even more im- 
portant ways. It is extremely 
doubtful, for instance, whether 
we are right to equip our divi- 
sions with lighter calibers of ar- 
tillery in almost every category 
than those used in the Red Army. 
And it is absolutely certain that 
a very great effort must now be 
made to build genuine, special- 
ized tactical air power which we 
lack almost totally. There is no 
other way to cut the Russian man- 
power mass down to the size of 
the ground armies the West can 
put in the field. 

Staggering as this weapons 
problem is—and the mere de- 
ficiency in tactical air is down- 
right nightmarish—the weapons 
problem is still not so diffi- 
cult as the other problem that 
has also got to be solved. This 


may be defined as the problem 
of training and organization. 

Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker lit- 
erally saved the day by giving 
combat training to the occupation 
army in Japan in the months 
before the Korean war broke out. 
But the fighting showed that the 
training had not been nearly hard 
enough. There must be an end 
to the confused notion that morale 
is promoted by PXs, special serv- 
ice clubs and movies, rather than 
by the soldier’s inner confidence 
that his outfit can lick any other 
outfit. Anyone will understand 
this who has seen, as this re- 
porter has seen, whole regiments 
swallowed up in battle because 
they had been too eer 

‘Fatness in Organization. 

Hand in hand with this soit- 
ness in training habits, more- 
over, there goes the fatness and 


flabbiness of the actual organ- 


ization of the services them- 
selves. It is nice to have vast 
headquarters, swollen rear-area 
services, and a jeep for every 
tech sergeant in the line. But it 
is not essential. And mere lav- 
ish money expefditure cannot 
give victory to a nation that gets 
20 divisions out of a million and 
a half men, in a fight with a na- 
tion that gets 80 divisions. By 
sternest self-discipline, the serv- 
ices have got to get more divi- 
sions and air groups and fighting 
ships out of every 100,000 men. 
Else we shall not survive. * 

Finally, there is one | 
eral statement that very much 
needs to be made about Korea. 
Certain of our wisest officials,

HE policies of the United States reveal a growing recognition 
of the world-wide economic forces that affect our peace and 
security. In recent years we have become more conscious and 
more firmly convineed of the fact that poverty—besides being an 
evil in itself—has evil consequences for all peace-loving peoples.

Poverty, we have learned, is the 


of the international community. 


Poverty, with all its evil by- 
products, is the problem that two- 
thirds of the world’s people live 
with today. Yet the industrial and 
scientific advances of the past 
hundred years have put the so- 
lution of this problem into the 
realm of the possible. It can now 
be attacked with rational hope of 
success. And we Americans must 
lead the attack if we are to build 
a decent and secure life for our- 
selves. 


The measures the United States 
Government has taken and is 
taking to stimulate world pro- 
duction and trade, to help raise 
standards of living abroad with 
the aid of technical skills and 
capital, and to promote co-opera- 
tion among nations for these pur- 
poses are what we call our “eco- 
nomic foreign policy.” Obviously, 
that policy has broad political as 
well as economic goals. 

First U. N. Agencies. 

The first United Nations agen- 
cies to get under way were aimed 
primarily at economic co-opera- 
tion: the Food and Agriculture 
Organization, the International 
Bank, the Monetary Fund and the 
United Nations Relief and Reha- 
bilitation Administration 
(UNRRA), which began its great 
work of relief and reconstruction 
among the newly liberated peo- 
ples even before the war had been 
won. 

The United States, as the only 
great power physically untouched 
by war, has had to take the initia.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

On Sept. 22 I requested reinstatement 
of my United States citizenship which 
I renounced in May 1948. 

I gave as my reasons for the renunci- 
ation my wish to dramatize the prin- 
ciple of world citizenship and One 
World. I gave as my reasons for wish- 
ing reinstatement of United States citi- 
zenship my wish to share as an Ameri- 
can citizen in the defense of human 
rights which I consider the responsi- 
bility of every American. 

At no time during my work in Eu- 
rope was my loyalty to my homeland 
questioned. My homeland is part of 
the world territory. It is included in 
my belief. In asking for return of. my 
United States citizenship, I was merely 
stating my desire to enter the existing 
framework through which I can help 
build practically and lastingly the foun- 
dation without which citizenship of the 
world is but an abstract ideal. 

Last April I returned home as an 
immigrant under the French quota. 
When the Kore dent started I was 
put under pressufe to take protest ac- 
tion by various organizations interested 
in world peace and pacifism. Not 
knowing exactly what course I should 
follow as a world citizen, I left for 
Haiti for a period of reflection and to 
complete my book, “Credo.” There I 
realized that it was not America alone 
which was involved if the Korean mat- 
ter, but the United Nations itself with 
whose principles I am in complete ac- 
cord. And so I saw that my “protest” 
as such was a mistake. It was with 
joy that I returned home. 

It was thus that I felt I could right 
fully ask for reinstatement of my for- 
mer citizenship. For one thing I did 
not feel I had the right to enjoy the 
privileges of being a resident of the 
United States without assuming the bur- 
dens of citizenship. I anticipated that 
many would regard my request as a 
denial of my belief in One World and 
world citizenship. Many would envision 
me crawling back to the fold, defeated 
and bitter. Neither is true. My beliefs 
have never been stronger.

The fie'd was left clear 
for Mr. Hanley to have the Republican nomina- 
tion for Governor without opposition. Then this 
summer a “draft Dewey” movement tock form. 
Mr. Hanley stepped aside and was shunted over 
to the senatorial nomination. 

Now New York’s political circles are rocking 
with the news, confirmed by a letter from Mr. 
Hanley to a Republican leader, that he was pre- 
vailed on to step out of the race for Governor 
on promise that his debts would be paid and 
he would be given a remunerative political post. 

In his letter, Mr. Hanley said that on Sept. 5 
he had a conference with “the Governor in 
which certain unalterable and unquestionably 
definite propositions were made to me” by which 
Mr. Hanley would be “able to clean up my finan- 
cial obligations within 90 days, so that I would 
be clear for the first time in 20 years of my 
life.“ 

Mr. Hanley did not say how large the finan- 
cial consideration was but Walter A. Lynch, Gov. 
Dewey’s Democratic opponent in the Nov. 7 
election, says that “the amount of money in- 
volved here is $70,000.” 

No wonder Frank E. Gannett and other New 
Yorkers are already talking about a grand jury 
investigation and possible prosecution for politi- 
cal corruption. Whether or not this constitutes 
legal bribery, it offends sound morals and more 
will be heard of it on that score. 

It is fortunate for Gov. Dewey that he made 
his announcement for Gen. Eisenhower in 1952 
the day before the Hanley letter became a mat- 
ter of public knowledge. There would be much 
less interest in the next Dewey choice for Pres- 
ident in the wake of this story of a ward level 
pay-off at the level of the New York governor- 
ship.

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The Triumph of Rafael Lemkin 


Twenty-four nations have ratified the con- 
vention against genocide—the mass destruction 
of races or peoples—so the treaty now has 
effect in the United Nations. The action puts 
the law of civilized nations against the worst 
of crimes, and it is an abiding personal triumph 
for Dr. Rafael Lemkin of the Yale University 
law school. 

Dr. Lemkin, once public prosecutor in War- 
saw, invented the word genocide before the 
Nazis began to practice it against Jews and 
Slavs. On two continents and in the U.N., Dr. 
Lemkin worked strenuously to make genocide 
a crime under in law. This remark- 
able and individual crusade has been recog- 
nized in the United Nations, yet it is not ful- 
filled in the United States. 

The Senate failed to ratify the genocide con- 


vention, in spite of urging by the President and 


State Department, so 24 smaller nations led 
the way. ‘This sad neglect of world responsibil- 


ity should be corrected when Congress recon- 


venes. 
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Churchill’s Warning on Submarines 
That wise old warrior, Winston Churchill, in 
his World War II memoirs now appearing in The 
New York Times, makes some succinct observa- 
tions on U-boat warfare. Because he was per- 
haps the greatest military leader and strategist 
of that war, and because the submarine, due to 
recent improvements, is now an even deadlier 
weapon, these observations are noteworthy. 

Mr. Churchill writes that Hitler, instead of 
concentrating his U-boats in American coastal 
waters when we entered the war, ordered strong 
groups to remain in Norwegian and Arctic waters. 
Our catastrophic losses of that winter were 
“eaused by no more than 12 to 15 boats working 
in the area at one time” out of the U-boat fleet 
of 250. More might have been fatal. 

This mistake, Mr. Churchill makes clear, was 
almost balanced by the “hopelessly inadequate” 
anti-submarine campaign at first waged by our 
Navy. And: “It is surprising indeed that dur- 
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not do as long as wage costs were not settled. 
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China's Famine and China's Politics 

Despite the Communist government's cam- 
paign of silence, the extent of last Winter's 
Chinese famine is becoming known. Reports 
from Hongkong indicate that 50,000,000 persons 
were affected, and that many still face malnu- 
trition and its after-effects. 

The Communists, of course, did not introduce 
famine to China. There it is a recurring catas-: 
trophe with which they must struggle as other 
regimes have struggled before them. And this 
struggle must make them wonder whether it is 
so wise, after all, to antagonize the West. The 
American hemisphere, in particular, could sup- 


*ply a considerable portion of the foodstuffs the 


Chinese need. 

True, China itself is a highly productive agri- 
cultural country. The trouble is that its trans- 
portation facilities are so primitive that there 
may be serious famine in one province while 
there is abundance in another. The West could 
also help in eventually overcoming this trans- 
portation problem. 3 

No doubt, Moscow has made promises on bothe 
scores. Yet not only is it difficult for the Rus- 
sians to send much in the way of supplies, espe- 
cially industrial materials, but such supplies 
must be sent for the most part over an Asiatic 
transport system too primitive for any quick 
action.

Reports here indicate 
a serious condition resulting 
from the prolonged Yugoslav 
drouth. 


Tito’s Envoy Rebuffed. 


If Russia should make a 
satellite out of Yugoslavia, then 
Greece would be seriously en- 
dangered. With direct. supply 
lines, Moscow could begin a ma- 
jor infiltration into northern 
Greece. It is quite possible that 
under those conditions Greece 
could not remain independent 
without the aid of American 
troops and modern military mate- 
rial. With Russian-dominated 
Yugoslavia, this could become 
another Korea. 

It would seem therefore that 
Greece and Yugoslavia should be- 
gin to work together for com- 
mon survival. The fact is, how- 
ever, they are not even on speak- 
ing terms. 

Recently the Yugoslavs sent an 
Ambassador here. The date was 
set for him to present his cre- 
dentials to King Paul. Then, sud- 
denly, the Foreign Office can- 
celed the appointment and the 
Yugoslav Ambassador went home 
in a huff. 

Ancient quarrels between the 
two neighbors over scraps of 
land, complicated by the conflict 
over modern ideologies, seems to 
maké any reconciliation impossi- 
ble and gives a dream-like quali- 
ty to the “independence” of the 


two Balkan ‘eountries that have 
survived the Russian steamroller. 
The border between Greece and 
Yugoslavia is virtually impassable 
except to the occasional adven- 
turous traveler from Britain or 
America. This means that the 
trade in sheep and timber, so im- 
portant to the Greeks, must go 
roundabout way through Trieste. 
One issue with tragic over- 


Moscow, is now extremely weak 
and very unpopular in the coun- 
try. This coincides with reports. 
of trouble and weaknesses in 
other satellites. 


If Greece and Yugoslavia could 
only reach a working agreement, 
many here believe it would be 
possible to overthrow the Hoxha 
regime and thereby remove the 
Iron Curtain from Albania. It is 
after all a primitive country sepa- 
rated from Russia by considerable 
distances of land and sea. 


But because the Yugoslavs and 
Greeks seem unable to agree, 4 
weak puppet government prob- 
ably will continue in power in Al- 
bania. From confidential reports,“ 
the familiar old Balkan mas- 
querade is now going on there. 
Secret missions of every power 
are reported prowling through the 
countryside, each one engaged in 
a separate intrigue. This is said 
to include operatives of America’s 
Central Intelligence Agency. 

That was the pattern in the 
Balkans in the past, where king 
succeeded dictator and regent fol- 
lowed tyrant. But today the 
Stakes are so much higher and 
failure cannot be retrieved. 


In return for help to the two 
neighboring countries, it seems to 
me the United States should in- 
sist on a Greek-Yugoslav agree- 
ment that will make each country 
better able to resist Communism. 
Both are proud peoples and sen- 
sitive for a variety of reasons to 
American intervention. But 4o

“I’m just like a lawyer,” says 
Robinson, repeating himself. “I 
accept just about any client. I’m 
not interested in the bill itself. 
It’s just my job to get it on the 
ballot. Do you know why things 
have got to be that way? With- 
out my outfit, you couldn’t qualify 
with enough signatures to put 
something before the voters. I’ve 
got to be neutral. I’ve got to work 
for whoever hires me.”

OBINSON’S strict imparti- 
ality was best demo 
in the famous McLain pension 

panacea, whi made such fi- 
nancial inroads on the California 
state treasury. 

The California Initiative and 
Referendum Bureau, Inc., collect- 
ed the signatures to put the Mc- 
Lain old age pension bill on the 
ballot. After the voters had 
adopted the measure, many busi- 
ness and industrial interests de- 
cided that it might send taxes 

eting. 

So Robinson rounded up the 
signatures to repeal the bill that 
he had helped to pass only a 
short time earlier. 

In outrage, George McLain sued 
his former ally, but the litigation 
was thrown out of court. “An 
attorney can take what cases he 
wants,” remarks Robinson. “Why 
can’t I?” 

Robinson works in a unique 
field. This is by design and in- 
tent. He came west from his na- 
tive Chicago in 1919. I was 
looking for a business where 
there was absolutely no competi- 
tion,” he explains. “I looked for 
a year or so. Finally I found. it. 
I'd set up an organization to put 
bills on the ballot. Who else even 
would think of such 
tion?”

The others are Arizona, 
Arkansas, Colorado, Idaho, Maine, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Missouri, 
Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, North 
Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon, 
South Dakota, Utah and Washing- 
ton. 

Today, approximately 220,000 
“valid” signatures are required in 
California to place an initiative 
measure before the electorate. A 
valid signature is an exact dupli- 
cate of that by which a citizen 
registered to vote at his local 
courthouse. Only about 80 per 
cent of the names meet this stand- 
ard, so a total of approximately 
280,000 signatures must be col- 
lected. Robinson estimates that 
this feat will demand a minimum 
of 2,500,000 interviews. 

“And,” adds Robinson, “I’ve got 
the only organization in the state 
that can handle such an under- 
taking.” 

Robinson’s petition-pushers are 
stationed in nearly all 57 Califor- 
nia counties. Each city or town 
of any size has “captains” who 
round up the signatures and de- 
liver them to the county clerk. At 
the peak of a critical campaign, 
with only a few days to go before 


will 
have fleets of taxis carrying cir- 
culators on their rounds. 

“At midnight on any given 
day,” says Robinson, “I know ex- 
actly how many names we have 
lined up in every county. My 
‘captains’ report to me by long- 
distance phone all through the 
evening. You can’t leave that 
kind of a project to amateurs.” 

Robinson’s standard rate to his 
petition-pushers has been 10 
cents a name. But inflation has 
hit his business, like everything 
else.. Now he pays 30 cents in 
some of the rural counties, 15 
cents a signature in San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. “It’s easier to 
pick up names in the big city,” he 
explains. “There are more people 
and they live closer together. 
You don't have to go a long dis- 
tance for each signer.” 

On top of all this, Joe has paid 
as high as 50 cents a name when 
signatures were desperately need- 
ed at the eleventh hour to qualify 
a petition which seemed to be 
failing. The circulators collect 
only on valid names. A signature

no value in coin of the realm to 
the man who acquired it. 

Both sides in a campaign often 
must rely on the California Initia- 
tive and Referendum Bureau, 
Inc., to put them on the ballot. 
In a recent special Congressional 
election in San Francisco, the 
Republican nominee, Lloyd Cos- 
grove, employed Robinson to col- 
lect the signatures required by 
law in such a race. Just before 
the deadline Jack Shelley, Demo- 
crat, also had to come to Robin- 
son for assistance. 

Shelley won the runoff, but 
that was not Robinson's affair. 
“I put both of them on the bal- 
lot,” he says. “My responsibility 
ended there.” 

Although California has been 
the scene of most of Robinson’s 
activities, it has not been his only 
bailiwick. Political groups and 
business interests have hired him 
to put over initiative campaigns 
in Colorado, Utah and Arizona. 

Robinson maintains a perma- 
nent staff of about 35 employes, 
with headquarters in San Fran- 
cisco. Scattered over California’s 
vast area he has 3000 expert peti- 
tion circulators. He claims that 
these persons average $35 a day 
when they are working. He also 
has a large standby crew of ste- 


- mographers who can turn out let- 


ters like confetti. As an essential 
auxiliary to this, Robinson keeps 
the only up-to-date list contain- 
ing the name of every voter in 
the state of California. 

“It costs a lot of money to have 
that list accurate and complete,”

HE Robinson organization can 
T put 300,000 letters in the mail 

every 24 hours. His fee for this 
is one-half cent per letter—above 
and beyond typing, addressing 
and postage, of course. The sum 
becomes quite respectable when 
4,000,000 letters are involved. 

Robinson & Co., like all of an- 
cient Gaul, is divided into three 
parts. California Initiative and 
Referendum Bureau, Inc., gets 
signatures to put bills on the 
ballot. Another section will raise 
the funds for the project. And 
still a third segment will handle 
promotion, advertising and pub · 
licity to put across the scheme, 
once it has been qualified for 
presentation to the voters.

Robinson does not get his $100,- 
000 fee if he fails to collect suf- 
ficient signatures to put a propo- 
sition on the ballot. “I haven't 
failed yet,” he adds meaning- 
fully. His invoice is generally a 
certificate from the California 
secretary of state attesting that 
the proposition is about to be 
printed on the general election 
ballot. 

A majority of Robinson's 3000 
petition-pushers are elderly per- 
sons, generally over 60. Many 
are housewives who want to pick 
up extra money for a washing 
machine or new stove, In Robin- 
son’s opinion, women are no 
quite as valuable in an emergen- 
cy as male circulators. “They 
work a little slower,” he says. 

“However,” he adds, “a smart,

county clerks: They know most 
of the registered voters, especially 
in rural areas.

Although Robinson generally 
will sponsor any side of 3 ques- 
tion, he points out that 6. tries 
to keep away from gambling bills. 
“They're red hot,” he says. “They 
get people all fired up on both 
sides.”
